INFORMATION ON COSTS 


One of the more irritating aspects 
of advertising during the inflationary 
post-war era has been the virtual dis- 
appearance of clearly indicated prices 
at the best we have had to make do 
with prices listed .on a separate clip 
which then have to be referred back to 
the article described in the brochure. 

To, none is this deficiency more an- 
noying than the architect, who may not 
have the time to pursue by telephone 
call or letter to the manufacturer, or 
by receiving his representative, the 
cost of all the materials he wishes to 
consider that are described in the li- 
terature he is studying, It is welcome 
news therefore that the RIBA, at the 
instance of the Cost Research Commit - 
tee, is to recommend in the interests 
of more economic building, that man- 
ufacturers and firms publishing lit- 
erature about building products should 
not only conform to the sizes and pro- 
vide the technical information recom- 
mended by BS 1311; 1958, but should 
always give,in addition, some indicat- 
ion of costs at a given date. The In- 
stitute of Practitioners in Advertis- 
ing has been consulted upon this mat- 
ter and will draw the attention of all 
its member advertising agencies to 
these recommendations so that they 
may advise their clients accordingly, 

The reluctance of manufacturers to 
state prices has been understandable

when costs have fluctuated from day to 
day, but the greater economic stabil- 
ity that has in general been achieved 
makes this argument out-of-date.In any 
case, the appreciation that list pric- 
es will not obtain in all cases can 
safely be left to the architect, 


CONTINUITY IN BUILDING 


Leaders of the industry have freq- 
uently had cause to complain in recent 
years of the action of successive Gov- 
ernments in trying to turn the buildig 
industry on and off like a tap, in an 
endeavour to regulate the national 
economy. They have pointed out in no 
uncertain terms the harm done to the 
industry by such treatment, the latest 
manifestation of which is the current 
brick shortage. 

With such a background, it was not 
surprising that Mr. T.V. Prosser, the 
National President, should return to 
this theme when he addressed the half- 
yearly meeting of the NFBTE at Liver- 
pool last week. However,on this occas- 
ion the President did more than draw 
attention to an old grievance, he went 
on to demand a planned policy of econ 
omic expansion over a five-year period, 
reviewed every third year,if the buil- 
ding industry is to develop harmonious- 
ly with the country's expansion, In 
this connection the NFBTE was urging 
the Government to encourage more long- 
term programme of major building worka

QUEEN'S HALL SITE SCHEME.- A plan for 
redevelopment of the old Queen's Hall 
site in Langham-place as shops, offices 
and a 70-bedroom hotel has been announ~ 
ced by the Crown Estate Commissioners, 
the freeholders. The main building cx 
sists of a tower block of about 14,0ft., 
or some 15 storeys, set back 7Oft. from 
Langham-place so as not to impinge on 
Nash’s All Souls’ Church or break the 
general level of the Regent-street fac- 
ades. In addition there would be a con- 
nected 6-storey block 80ft. long, which 
would maintain the line of the existing 
buildings to Langhamplace am Regent- 
street. The hotel would be on the upper 
four or five floors of the tower block, 
with the restaurant on the top floor. 

The scheme is to a plan prepared by 
Sir John Burnet, Tait, Wilson and Part- 
ners for the Laing Development Co. The 
quantity surveyors are Wakeman, Trower 
and Partners, LCC and RFAC approval are 
required, as well as final approval by 
the Commissioners themselves.

Ken-

& Sons, of Handsworth, builders; 
neth Roland Clark, 
Clarence Carter, works engineer. 
Carter was accused of corruptly ac- 
cepting a car as a gift, Webb was acc- 
used of offering it, and Clark of aid- 


ing and abetting him. Clark was also

RIBA NEWS: Speaking at his Press con- 
ference on July 8, Mr. Spence, FRIBA, 
announced the following elections to 
the Council Under the provisions of 
By-law 28, Mr. N.H.Fowler, as Chairman 
of the Allied Societies’ Conference, 
remains a Vice-President for the sess 
ion.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Hampton Site Development.- 
Molson, Minister of Works, indicated 
in the House of Commons on July 7 
that the design of a building on the 
Hampton site next to the National Gal- 
lery ‘must clearly respect its sur- 
roumiings'. Having asked the Minister 
to select adesign ‘in general harmory 
with the existing building’, Mr. Gresh 
am Cooke commented that most people 
would think it a deplorable blot on 
Lomion if the ‘Sunday Times’ winning 
design were chosen. 

The Minister replied that there was 
no intention of adopting any of those 
designs for a building there at pre 
sent but the competition had undoubt- 
edly elicited many interesting sugges- 
tions which would be taken into acc- 
ount. 

Mr. George Strauss said that while 
there might be a case for having a mo- 
dern building there, the worst poss- 
ible solution would be a design that 
tried to effect a bastard compromise 
between the classical style and the 
modern idiom. Mr. Molson: ‘I think 
there is a great deal in what Mr. Str- 
auss has said. At present ny depart~ 
ment is in consulation with the Nat- 
ional Gallery and the National Port- 
rait Gallery to see in what way the 
whole of this site can most satisfac~ 
torily be redeveloped’.
